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It  is  here  necessary  to  explain  that  in  addition  to  the  2,897 
applications  considered  by  the  Relief  Committee,  there  are  in- 
cluded in  the  5,169  cases  brought  before  that  Committee  the 
usual  monthly  renewals,  special  reports,  enquiries  as  to  families, 
etc. 

Of  the  301  cases  revised  at  Poorhouse,  106  were  discharged  with 
donations  in  money  and  clothing,  of  which  latter  54  have  continu- 
ed to  do  for  themselves  outside  ; 21  returned  within  one  month, 
17  within  two  months,  10  within  three  months,  and  4 within 
four  months.

Twelve  patients  died  within  36  hours  of  admission. 

Including  these,  the  death-rate  during  the  half  year  is  105  per 
cent.  Last  year  the  death-rate  was  1 1 per  cent.  The  death  rate 
amongst  Adults  is  ll-4  per  cent.;  amongst  Children,  6‘8  per 
cent.,  as  compared  with  11'2  and  10  respectively,  for  half  year 
ending  14th  August,  1890.  The  accompanying  Chart  shows  the 
per  centage  under  treatment,  and  the  per  centage  of  deaths  at 
different  ages.  The  black  line  represents  the  number  under 
treatment,  and  the  red  line  represents  the  death-rate  at  the 
specified  ages. 

The  highest  death-rate,  23'4  per  cent.,  occurs  between  the  ages 
of  65  and  75  years. 

The  lowest  death-rate,  ‘6  per  cent.,  occurs  between  the  ages 
of  3 and  15  years. 

The  death-rate  amongst  children  under  3 years  is  7 ‘2  per  cent. ; 
for  the  same  period  in  1890  it  was  91.

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Second  Annual  Report  on  Cer- 
tification of  Lunatics.  From  the  accompanying  statistics  it  will 
be  seen  that  334  applications  were  received  during  the  year  end- 

ing 14th  May,  1891,  an  increase  of  26  upon  last  year.  186  were 
certified  against  187  last  year,  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  being  therefore  entirely  of  that  class  of  cases  which 
do  not  require  asylum  care  and  treatment.  Each  case  has  been 

carefully  investigated  as  to  the  probable  cause,  and  the  results  in 

regard  to  the  cases  certified  are  given  in  the  accompanying  table 
of  causation.  In  80  cases  the  ascertained  causes  were  of  the 
class  which  I have  called  Inherent,  that  is,  the  insanity  was 
apparently  due  to  defects  and  abnormalities  in  nervous  organiz- 
ation, without  known  exciting  causes,  in  29  cases  theie  existed 

various  exciting  causes,  along  with  ascertained  predisposition ; in 
all,  109  out  of  a total  of  186  had  an  ascertained  tendency  to  the 
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occurrence  of  insanity.  Against  that  we  have  7 1 cases  wheie  no 
predisposition  was  known  to  exist,  but  in  that  number  ate  includ- 
ed 34  cases  of  uncertain  causatiou,  in  many  of  which  a predispos- 
ition may  have,  existed,  though  from  want  of  information  regard- 
ing their  antecedents,  no  reliable  opinion  could  be  formed.  These 
figures  indicate  this  significant  fact  that  insanity  is  in  the  majority 
of  cases  the  product  of  unstable  and  ill  developed  states  of  nervous 
organization  transmitted  through  generations,  and  of  similar 
conditions  acquired  by  previous  attacks  of  insanity;  in  other 
words,  that  well  nigh  two-thirds  of  the  insanity  occurring  each 
year  is  due  to  the  recurrence  of  former  attacks,  and  to  the  light- 
ing up  of  latent  inherited  insanity.  We  reach  the  same  conclusion 
from  a consideration  of  another  set  of  figures  in  the  table  of 
causation.  Take  the  number  of  cases  caused  by  mental  shock 
and  strain,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  number  is  remarkably 
low,  7 having  been  so  caused  this  year,  compared  with  14  last 
year,  a total  of  21  in  two  years,  and  only  6 were  found  to 
be  free  from  an  ascertained  predisposition  to  insanity;  in  other 
words,  only  6 persons  not  known  to  be  predisposed  to  insanity, 
out  of  a total  of  373  cases  in  two  years,  have  become  insane 
through  mental  shock  and  strain.  The  popular  notion  about 
people  being  ‘ driven  mad  ” by  stress  of  circumstances  does  not 
receive  much  support  from  these  figures.  If  we  leave  out  of 
account,  Intemperance,  General  Paralysis,  Epilepsy,  and  Chronic 
Brain  Disease,  all  of  them  causes  that  operate  by  inducing  certain 
well  defined  structural  alterations  in  the  central  nervous  system, 
it  will  be  apparent  that  the  remaining  causes,  viz.,  Mental  Shock, 
Masturbation,  Climateric  Period,  Child-Birth,  &c.,  intluences 
wide  in  their  prevalence,  and  daily  in  their  operation  in  the  com 
munity,  are  after  all  comparatively  insignificant  factors  in  the 
production  of  insanity,  for  these  incidental  or  stress  causes,  apart 
from  predisposition  and  the  organic  causes  enumerated,  have 
only  produced  20  out  of  186  cases.  Of  course  we  must  add 
those  of  uncertain  causation,  but  even  with  that  large  and  equi- 
vocal addition  there  are  only  54  of  whom  it  may  be  approximately 
held  that  they  became  insane  through  stress,  either  physical  or 
moral.  The  figures  for  last  year  are  of  a similar  character,  point- 
ing to  the  same  conclusion,  which  is,  that  insanity  is  essentially 
a disease  of  the  central  nervous  system,  having  its  origin  in 
inherited  tendencies  and  defects,  and  in  slow  and  as  yet  but  im- 
perfectly understood  changes  in  nervous  structure.  This  conclu- 
sion may  appear  so  rational  as  almost  to  need  only  to  be  stated, 
and  to  be  left  to  be  its  own  proof.  But  from  the  time  when  in- 
sanity was  supposed  to  be  a form  of  demoniacal  possession,  down 
to  the  present  day,  when  neurological  science  has  cleared  away 
many  false  ideas  regarding  the  nature  of  mental  disease,  the  pub- 
lic mind  has  really  not  much  changed  in  its  ideas  about  lunacy, 
except  that  it  now  looks  upon  lunatics  with  sympathy,  and  treats 
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them  kindly,  instead  of  regarding  them  with  disgust  and  putting 
them  in  chains.  With  the  realization  of  the  fact  that  insanity 
is  essentially  a disease  of  the  nervous  system,  it  may  be  expected 
that  advance  will  be  made  in  the  direction  of  the  prevention  and 
cure  of  this  distressing  malady.  The  practical  issue  arises,  can 
anything  be  done  to  prevent  the  disease  reaching  the  stage  when 
asylum  treatment  becomes  necessary  1 In  regard  to  the  recut  r- 
ent  attacks,  which  are  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  those 
certified  each  year,  the  experience  derived  from  the  working  of 
the  observation  wards  at  Barnhill  shows  that  these  wards 
have  been  valuable  in  obviating  the  necessity  for  having 
recourse  to  asylum  treatment  in  ten  recurrent  cases.  That, 
of  course,  is  a comparatively  limited  number,  but  it  suggests 
the  conclusion,  that  with  suitable  provision  to  enable  a 
patient  to  enter  an  institution,  not  an  asylum,  easily,  and 
as  easily  to  leave  it,  many  would  come  earlier  under  treat- 
ment, and  a larger  pioportion  of  these  recurrent  cases  than  we 
can  now  show  would  be  saved  from  reaching  the  asylum  stage. 
And  there  is  also  reason  to  hope  that  temporary  hospital 
treatment  of  this  kind  would  prove  valuable  in  the  early  stages 
of  insanity  when  treatment  is  most  likely  to  prove  efficacious. 
This  is  not  the  place  to  discuss  the  probable  value  of  brain 
infirmaries,  but  it  is  right  that  inferences  of  a reasonable  and 
practical  character  suggested  by  the  figures  we  are  now  dealing 
with  should  at  anyrate  be  indicated.  Something  might  also  be 
accomplished  by  the  provision  of  facilities  for  outdoor  special 
medical  advice  in  cases  of  threatened  recurrent  attacks,  and  in 
the  early  stages  of  first  attacks.  In  regard  to  the  prevention 
of  the  hereditaiy  transmission  of  insanity  we  must  trust  to  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  and  the  general  growth  of  intelligence  and 
wise  conduct  regarding  these  matters  among  the  community.  By 
the  accumulation  and  publication  of  such  facts  and  figuies  as 
those  we  are  now  dealing  with  we  may  hope  to  contribute  to  this 
desirable  result. 

Heredity,  without  known  exciting  cause,  produced  the  largest 
number  of  cases  this  year,  there  being  27,  against  14  last  year. 
Last  year  Intemperance  headed  the  list,  but  the  figures  for  this 
year  probably  more  accurately  represent  the  relative  place 
of  Intemperance  as  a cause  of  Insanity;  Chronic  Alcoholism  sent 
16  cases,  and  Acute  Alcoholism  2 cases  to  the  Asylum  ; although 
it  must  be  added  that  15  cases  of  Delirium  Tremens  were  treated 
at  Barnhill.  Organic  Diseases  of  the  Central  Nervous  System, 
viz.:  Epilepsy,  General  Paralysis,  and  Chronic  Brain  Diseases, 
caused  15  cases,  compared  with  29  last  year.  Insanity  caused 
by  these  diseases  is  usually  a symptom  that  appears  when  the 
Organic  changes  have  reached  a very  advanced  stage.  The  Insan 
ity  is  but  an  incident  in  the  progress  of  the  disease,  and  if  hope 
of  cure  there  be,  it  must  be  attempted  before  the  stage  of  insanity 
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has  been  reached  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  number  of 
cases  of  General  Paralysis  has  been  fewer  by  one  half  than  last 
year,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  numbers  from  Intemperance 
and  General  Paralysis— also  a disease  produced  by  excess— are 
both  down.  Of  those  certified,  19  males  and  41  females,  total,  GO, 
had  suffered  from  one  or  more  previous  attacks  of  insanity,  though 
not  in  every  case  previously  under  Asylum  treatment.
